Eight (8) Vendors were mailed Invitations to Bid. Four

There was discussion among the bidders during the bid opening 
that apparently producers are applying their capacities largely 
to fuel and gasoline, implying that asphalt might be in short 
supply this year. Bituminous Materials, however, assured us 
that the City's needs would be met. 

■’ Emulsified Asphalts, Inc. offering for Items #1 and #2, 
totals for the maximum quantity $104,640.00, whereas the 
1 offering of Bituminous Materials totals $103,580.00 for the 
maximum quantity. On Items #3 and #4, Pierceton’s offering 
was low at their Laketon dock but higher at East Chicago and 
Whiting, Their offering also included provision for escala¬ 
tion, The firm price offering of Bituminous Materials on all 
items will be most beneficial to the City,
